Examiner's Amendment

4. The Applicants 1 arguments and amendments filed on November 16, 2004 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 29-34 and 40-44 are allowed. The claims indicated include limitations that the 
prior arts of record do not appear to teach or render obvious, hence they are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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As presented in the previous office action, Suarez reference (US005790789) discloses a 
distributed computing that includes a plurality of hosts to perform cooperative or 
collaborative services concurrently or sequentially in relation to other hosts and updating 
the constantly changing availability of services through a database and mersenne.org 
reference discloses of utilizing the distributed computing power harnessed by coupling 
individual computing devices together to form an immense cooperative-based distributed 
network to offer means of financial compensation for the computer time contributed to 
the distributed network's customers' computing projects. However, the prior arts of 
record fail to teach or suggest individually or in combination as stated in the independent 
claims for "launching enhanced functions in place of normal functions executed by the 
first Host distributed device" and in combination with other limitations as set forth in the 
independent claims.
